“Impaired Efficiency of 
Government^ Blamed by 
Wilson on Senate G.O,P.

WASHINGTON, March 4.— President Wilson today officially blamed 
senate Republicans for the “impaired efficiency” of the government. 
Upon adjournment of congress President Wilson issued this statement: 
“A group of mea in the senate have deliberately chosen to embarrass 
the administration of the government, to imperil the financial interests of the 
railroad system of the country and to make arbitrary use of powers intended 
to be employed in the interests of the people. 
“It is plainly my doty to attend the peace conference in Paris. 
“It is also my duty to be in close contact with the public business dur­ 
ing a session of congress. 
I most make my choice between these two duties 
and I confidently hope the people of the country wiH think I am making the 
right choice. 
It is not in the interest of the right conduct of public affair* 
that I should call the congress in a special session while it is impossible for me 
to be in Washington because of more pressing duty elsewhere to co-operate 
with the houses. I take it for granted that the men who have obstructed and 
prevented the passage of necessary legislation have taken all this into con­ 
sideration and are willing to assume the responsibility of the impaired ef­ 
ficiency of the government and the embarrassed finances of the country dur­

The readjustm ent session had been 
looked to by many in and out of con­ 
gress to buckle down a t once to solv­ 
ing reconstruction problems, some of 
which were thrust with startling sud­ 
denness before the country because of 
the crushing and unexpectedly early 
defeat of the central powers.

apparently suffered, 
from the same reaction that affected 
business and, to a degree, labor.

relaxed after the war, and the re­ 
adjustment session was a session of 
readjusting congress. 
Most of it was 
spent in criticism, both by Democrats 
and Republicans, of war mistakes and 
blunders, and in discussion of Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s mission abroad and of 
his peace terms. 
The session did manage a few ac­ 
complishments. 
however, 
Including 
the final enactment of the $6,000,000- 
OOO war tax bill, and the Victory loan 
bill; appropriation of Hearty $10,000,- 
000,000 to clean up war business, feed 
starving Europeans, care for the rail­ 
roads, and run the vastly expanded 
activities of the government. 
Near its close, the senate relegated 
to the 66th congress the -question of 
woman suffrage, by defeating tho Su­ 
san B. Anthony amendment, which 
the house had passed. 
T,wiee during 
the 65th congress the senate nega­ 
tived house action on this measure. 
Wartime prohibition, so called, was 
imposed on the entire country, to be­ 
gin July I, 1919, and both senate and 
house passed the dry amendment to 
the federal constitution, which was 
speedily ratified, and becomes effec­ 
tive January 16, 1920.

Declaring that his religion teaches 
him to have nothing to do with any 
governm ent, Ralph E. Crandall and his 
wife, of 1802 W est Fifth street, have 
instructed their children not to salute 
the A merican flag and not to join in 
the singing of “America.” 
Y esterday afternoon Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Crandall appeared before th e County 
Council cf Defense, w here they were 
questioned at considerable length up­ 
on their attitude and beliefs. 
A tran ­ 
script of the testimony is to be sent 
to the D epartm ent of Justice. 
Mr. and Mrs. Crandall cam e here 
three w eeks ago 
from 
connecticut. 
They said that they belong to a branch 
of the Quakers, who believe 
in 
no 
government. 
They said that some fif­ 
teen or tw enty followers of th a t faith 
m eet at 2: HO o'clock each Sunday aft­ 
ernoon at (b e c o m e of Joseph Crouch. 
Mrs. Crandall's father, half 
a 
mile 
south of Blankenbeckler’s store, west 
of S anta Ana. 
Recently, Mr. and Mrs. 
Crandall 
sent two of their six children, E m er­ 
son and Leroy, aged IO and 9, to the 
Fifth street school. 
At that school 
it is the custom each m orning as the 
students m arch in for one of the pu­ 
pils to stand with the flag raised. The 
teachers and pupils give the salute. 
Refuses to Salute 
The morning the C randall children 
arrived, the older boy stepped out of 
line at the salute, and when question­ 
ed by a teach er he said th at they were 
Q uakers and didn’t believe in "any of 
that stuff." The m atter was reported 
tis School 
Superintendent 
Cranston, 
who visited the Crandall home, and 
later reported to Judge Z. B. 
West, 
chairm an of the County Council of De­ 
fense. 
“W e are informed,” said Judge W est 
in opening 
the 
investigation, “that 
you have instructed your children not 
to salute the Hag and not to join in 
the singing of patriotic songs.” 
" T h a t’s right.” 
said 
Crandall. 
“I 
was taught that in my religion. 
I arn 
a Quaker. 
O u r,branch of Q uakers do 
not believe in government. 
W e don’t 
believe in anything that has got m ur­ 
der behind it. 
I don’t believe in sa­ 
luting any flag, American or English 
or any other. 
I was taught not to have 
anything to do with governm ent." 
“Do you mean that it is a tenet of 
the Q uakers not to be loyal 
to 
the 
governm ent in which they live?” ask­ 
ed Judge West. 
No 
direct 
answ er 
was given to this question. 
Each time 
Crandall endeavored to tell w hat he 
.believed. 
He said he didn’t believe 
in loyalty to any government. 
He was 
against militarism. 
He said th at at a place in the east, 
Q uakers had refused to salute the flag 
at the public school, so 
a 
separate 
school was built for them. 
“Do you think that the American 
ting has m urder behind 
it?” 
asked 
Distract Attorney West. 
“So ta r as the flag is concerned. I 
don’t care about it one way 
or 
the 
other, but w hat’s this m atter of forc­ 
ing young men out to tight?” replied 
he, 
"My forefathers cam e over from 
England for freedom. 
In this country 
we are allowed to worship God as we 
see fit." 
"Do 
y o u approve of the establish­ 
ment of governm ent by the original 
thirteen colonies?" asked Judge West.' 
"I have nothing to say against any­

Crandall.

They said there are sev 
eral different kinds of Quakers. Some 
of them believe in governm ent and 
some do not. 
Among those who meet

E. Phillips of Garden Grove, Joseph 
and P. J. Crouch and Elm er Watrous. 
She did not know w hether or not Mr. 
Mathews, who is one of the preachers, 
held those views or not. 
N either .Crandall nor his wife used 
"thee” and ‘Thou” in speech. 
The W atrous and Crandall 
homes 
are together at 1802 W est Fifth street. 
T he local exemption board had con­ 
siderable difficulty with W atrous 
in 
the draft. 
Although he had a wife 
and several children who were almost 
destitute, W atrous did not put 
in 
a 
claim for exemption on 
account 
of 
their dependency. 
He told the board 
that he belonged to the Church of the 
Body of Christ, which not 
being 
a 
recognized sect with religious tenets 
against participating in war, was not 
a sufficient claim for giving W atrous 
certification as a non-combatant. W at­ 
rous was sent lo an arm y camp. Later, 
in charge of an officer, with 
a 
dis­ 
charge, he was returned here as unfit 
for service, non-combatant or other­ 
wise. 
Crandall said yesterday that people 
of his belief do not vote. 
He voted 
once in a township election, but im­ 
mediately after that he was converted, 
repented and has never voted since 
then.
